Celebrations as 900,000th van 
rolls off Vauxhall production line 


VAUXHALL has celebrated the 
production of its 900,000th 
Vivaro van at its plant on 
Kimpton Road. 

It was handed to the AA 
breakdown service on Friday, 
24 hours after another mile¬ 
stone when workers at 
Vauxhall’s Ellesmere Port 
factory saw the 250,000th 
Astra Sports Tourer roll off 
the production line. 

Vauxhall is the UK’s number 
one commercial vehicle maker, 
a position the manufacturer 
has held for eleven years since 
Vivaro production began. 

The model is the lynchpin of 
the firm’s top-selling van 
range. Over 150,000 Vivaros 
have been sold in the UK, 
including 9,000 so far this year. 

Duncan Aldred, Vauxhall’s 
chairman and managing direc¬ 
tor, said: “We are very proud to 


celebrate these milestones at 
our UK production facilities in 
our 110th anniversary year. 

“Our hardworking and 
dedicated workforce at Luton 
and Ellesmere Port produce 
vehicles of exceptional 
quality so it is no surprise 
these UK-built models are 
so successful in the 
marketplace.” 

The Luton van plant will build 
the next generation Vivaro with 
production starting next year. 

Changes have already begun 
with significant upgrades 
already installed in the body 
shop and investment has been 
made in the project, including 
€95 million in the specific 
plant changes

£107k parking fines haul

A SINGLE street in Luton town 
centre has generated more than 
£100,000 in parking fines in a year, 
new figures have revealed. 

Chapel Street netted Luton council 
£107,489 between April 2012-March 
2013 following a decision by the 
authority to install CCTV cameras in 
the area. 

A Freedom of Information request 
sent to the council by Luton on 
Sunday showed that the town hall 
received £980,856 from fines in the 
same period, an increase from the 
£713,264 it got during April 2011- 
March 2012. 


In 2011/12 Chapel Street brought in 
£15,281 from parking tickets before 
jumping by more than £90,000 the 
following year. Other significant 
increases were George Street, from 
£1,029 to £58,296 last year and 
Lincoln Road from £1,386 to £18,430. 

Among the big-earning locations 
for the last two years was Dunstable 
Road with £51,565, Lewsey Road 
with £59,019 and Library Road with 
£44,510. 

The figures come two weeks after 
Luton on Sunday revealed that car 
parks and streets in Dunstable had 
accounted for almost half of all 
income gained from parking tickets 
issued by Central Bedfordshire 
Council in the last three years. 


Among the most ticketed places in 
that period were High Street South 
with £54,120, Ashton Square car 
park with £48,463 and Matthew 
Street car park with £29,494. 

The car parks surrounding the 
Grove Park entertainment venues 
were also a magnet for fines, bring¬ 
ing in a total of £54,274. 

Councillor Dave Taylor, in charge 
of transport at Luton council, said 
the authority had put cameras in 
areas like Chapel Street after receiv¬ 
ing complaints from the public. 

He said: “There was a complaint on 
Chapel Street from some people in 
offices and they had a problem with 
cars blocking the service road there. 

“A lady actually emailed me and 


asked if we could help them because 
they couldn’t get out. We discussed 
the issue and then did something 
about it. 

“The problem is that when you use 
parking attendants for enforcement, 
of course they can go around and 
spend some time there but when 
they leave it’s as bad as it ever was. 

“It’s worked because I have been 
down there several times and it’s 
fine. If you don’t control it things 
become a free-for-all and that’s what 
it was like before.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr David 
Franks said there was ‘a view out 
there that the council uses the park¬ 
ing tickets as a way of raising money’. 

He continued: “There may well be 


some truth in that and that’s been 
made worse because now they have 
CCTV so they don’t need a parking 
attendant to give out a ticket. 

“But then again, if you don’t want 
to get a ticket don’t park illegally.” 

A council spokesman said parking 
restrictions were in place for safety 
reasons and to help traffic flow. 

He added: “We have stepped up 
enforcement in certain areas to stop 
illegal parking and we have no hesi¬ 
tation in taking action against driv¬ 
ers who are putting others at risk.” 

He also said all the money gained 
from tickets was ‘ring fenced for 
traffic improvement projects’.

A NURSERY worker who said 
she suffered a crippling back 
injury lifting a baby into a cot 
has heard her claim for £2 mil¬ 
lion damages compared to the 
National Lottery. 

Aileen Cooper, 45, of Bank 
Close, Luton, said she sustained 
spinal damage that left her in a 
wheelchair after she felt her 
back ‘crack’ at Rothamsted 
Little Stars Nursery, in 
Harpenden, Herts, in 2009. 

The mother-of-three blames a 
defective cot for the accident 
and is seeking compensation 
from nursery owner, Bright 
Horizons Family Solutions Ltd. 

She told Judge David Pittaway 
QC at the High Court that she 
was working at the nursery on 
June 2, 2009 when she lifted a 
seven-month-old baby into a 
cot with a damaged drop-down 
side, which was secured upright 
with plastic ties. 

She said: “I remember putting 
the child into the cot and pull¬ 
ing my back. The reason I sat 
down in a chair was so that I 
could rest my back. I then start¬ 
ed to twist to comfort the child 
with my arm over the side of the 
cot and I felt a crack.” 

Daniel Lawson, for Mrs 
Cooper, said she is now ‘severe¬ 
ly disabled’, needs a wheelchair 
or crutches to get about and can 


no longer enjoy caravaning and 
cycling with her family. 

The childcare chain denies it 
breached its duty in failing to 
supply proper equipment, 
training and a risk assessment, 
and that the alleged incident 
was the cause of Mrs Cooper’s 
grave disabilities. 

Urging the court to dismiss 


the claim, Michael Lemmy, for 
Bright Horizons, said: “It’s 
almost like the National Lottery 
for Mrs Cooper. 

“If she can prove a technical 
breach and her employer’s lia¬ 
bility, she gets a judgment.” 

Judge Pittaway has now 
reserved his decision on Mrs 
Cooper’s case until a later date.

FANCY waking up at around 
half past six in the morning 
to tend the sheep and then 
heading off to the town hall 
a few hours to take care of 
your mayoral duties? 

That’s the life former Luton 
resident Carmen McPhee is 
getting used to after being 
elected as the first British- 
born mayor in Spain. 

Ms McPhee, who used to 
live in Runley Road, is now 
in charge of a farming com¬ 
munity of around 950 people 
in Villaquejida, which is in 
the province of Leon in the 
northwest of the country. 

The bilingual mayoress, 
whose mother is from the 
village Villafer (which is in 
Villaquejida), said her job 
‘covers everything to do with 
running the village and 
includes things like sorting 
out the security, roads and 
water system’. 

As an active member of her 
community Ms McPhee said 
she was not surprised at 
being elected as she had to 
put her name forward, but 
she admitted she did not 
expect to be the first British- 
born mayor in Spain.

POLICE officers in Milton 
Keynes and Luton have 
said they are ‘in contact’ 
after car buyers in both 
towns were robbed whilst 
trying to buy a car that 
was advertised online.

She said: “I was very sur¬ 
prised but I think it’s because 
of the language barrier. 

“It maybe that more than 
anything else because you 
obviously take an interest 
about the area you live in. If 
the local authorities are 
wasting money or some¬ 
thing is wrong you will need 
to go into the local council 
and to do that you have to 
speak the language.” 

Ms McPhee also added that 
she had a lot of plans to fix 
things in her village but the 
country’s monetary situa¬ 
tion meant there was a 
shortage of funds. 

She said: “The problem 
with Spain is that because of 
the crisis we are going 
through you need a lot of 
government grants to do 
things. 

“I have a plans to fix up the 
pipes in the villages because 
a lot of them are old lead 
pipes. You need a lot of 
money to do that. And as the 
grants come in you do a bit 
here and a bit there. 

“We are asking for money 
all the time but there’s only 
so much they can give and it 
depends on how big your vil¬ 
lage is. We get a bit of extra 
help because we are in a 
rural part of Spain.”

A spokeswoman for 
Thames Valley Police said 
that there were ‘strong 
similarities’ between all 
three robberies and that 
the force was ‘keeping an 
open mind’. 

She added: “We continue 
to investigate and are in 
contact with our counter¬ 
parts in Bedfordshire.”

A 30-YEAR-OLD 
man has been 
arrested and bailed 
by police investigat¬ 
ing the murder of 
Paul Foster. 

The man was held 
on suspicion of mur¬ 
der and possession 
with intent to supply 
cannabis. 

He was taken into 
custody after a dawn 
raid on Wednesday 
at a property in 
Oakley Green, 
Leighton Buzzard by 
officers from the 
Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Team. 

He was questioned 
before being released 
on bail pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries. 

The 30-year-old is 
the third person to 
be arrested and 
bailed in connection 
with the murder of 
Mr Foster, who was 
shot on April 9 at a 
house in Brunei 


Road, Luton. 

Mr Foster was 
taken to the Luton 
and Dunstable 
Hospital where he 
underwent treat¬ 
ment for a gunshot 
wound to his chest. 
He died shortly after. 

Two other men 
remain on bail in 
connection with the 


shooting after being 
arrested in April. 

Detectives said 
they continue to 
investigate the mur¬ 
der and want to 
speak to anyone who 
may have informa¬ 
tion about Mr 
Foster’s death. 

Detective Inspector 
Sam Khanna said: 


“This is still an ongo¬ 
ing investigation and 
detectives are con¬ 
tinuing to follow all 
lines of inquiry. 

“I would make a 
strong appeal to 
anyone who has 
information relating 
to this investigation 
to come forward and 
speak with detec¬ 
tives. 

“I would reassure 
these people that 
they can speak with 
detectives confiden¬ 
tially or alternatively 
they can contact 
Crimestoppers, 
completely anony¬ 
mously.” 

A cash reward is 
still available to any¬ 
one who provides 
information that 
leads to a successful 
conviction in rela¬ 
tion to this murder.

Gunman steals £4k watch 


A MAN was robbed of a watch 
worth around £4,000 after 
being threatened with a gun.

He wore a green hooded top 
and black golfing gloves and 
had a black leather man bag 
with the strap over his body. 

DC Bosson said: “The watch 
that was taken is a man’s

“The dial shows five differ¬ 
ent time zones and it has a 
thick brown strap which has a 
crocodile skin appearance.

David Kohler, who 
was at the club 
between 1992-1999, 
has been granted per¬ 
mission by Luton 
Council to convert 
Midland House on 
King Street into 
accommodation for 
up to 60 students. 

Currently the prop¬ 
erty, owned by Mr 
Kohler, houses a num¬ 
ber of businesses and 
organisations which 
are renting offices. 

The decision was 
made during a 
Development Control 
meeting at the Town 
Hall on Wednesday 
night. 

Afterwards Mr 
Kohler said he was 


‘just looking for the 
best use of the build¬ 
ing’. 

Councillors were 
largely in favour of 
approving the appli¬ 
cation subject to some 
changes in the plan. 

The original sub¬ 
mission stated that 
only registered stu¬ 
dents from the 
University of 

Bedfordshire would 
occupy the building 
but the authority has 
extended this to stu¬ 
dents from colleges 
within the town. 

Other conditions 
stipulated include 
noise insulation in all 
the shared and com¬ 
mon areas, restric¬ 
tions on the broad¬ 
casting of amplified 
music or sound. 

In the past ten years 
Midland House has 
received planning 
permission for a num¬ 
ber of uses. 

In 2004 a 73-room 
hotel was approved 
and in 2005, 27 one 
bedroom flats were 
also given the nod.

Nurse is suspended 
after stealing petrol

A NURSE has been suspend¬ 
ed after taking fuel from 
petrol stations without pay¬ 
ing, while on duty. 

Parul Khan, who was 
employed as a Community 
Nurse at NHS Luton 
Community Services 
Learning and Development 
Centre, was caught filling her 
car at the Shell Petrol Station 
in Eaton Green Road, Luton, 
on March 2, 2010 and leaving 
without paying. 


On March 8, 2010, she visit¬ 
ed the BP garage in Mount 
Pleasant Road, Luton, and 
again filled the car before 
driving away. 

On both occasions, she was 
dressed in her work uniform. 

Khan was identified from 
CCTV images and was 
charged with two offences, 
Following a trial by jury, 
she was found guilty and was 
sentenced to a conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay 
compensation costs. 

At a hearing held at the 
Nursing and Midwifery 


Council on Monday, Yetunde 
Ruban, representing Khan, 
said that her client had been 
experiencing a number of 
personal difficulties includ¬ 
ing the death of her father 
and the breakdown of her 
marriage. 

However, the panel decided 
that Khan’s actions involved 
serious dishonest conduct 
which breached the Nursing 
and Midwifery Council’s 
code. 

As a result Khan was sanc¬ 
tioned with a suspension 
order of six months.

Christian Okoli, 27, from 
Stopsley, has just come away 
from the Lab Film Festival in 
London where his documen¬ 
tary, I Am Christian Okoli, 
won best film. 

It depicts Christian as a gay 
man narrating an incident 


where he was attacked 
because of his sexuality. 

Although not gay himself, 
Christian said the idea came 
about after talking with the 
film’s director, Cyrus 
Trafford, about tackling soci¬ 
ety’s ‘hot issues’. 

Last year the 27-year-old 
was involved in a film which 
looked at child abuse and he 
said he hopes to continue 
making similar productions. 

As part of the celebrations 
for the opening of the 
Olympic Park in Stratford, a 
festival will be held on July 27 
and 28. 


The organisers of the Lab 
festival said they were hoping 
to screen the film at the event. 

Christian, who has also 
been named best actor for 
July by The British 
Filmmakers Alliance, said: “I 
am excited because the 
Olympic Park is a national 
triumph. There was a bit of 
scepticism about the 
Olympics coming to London 
but after the results from the 
athletes last year the park has 
left a legacy. 

“Hopefully any project that 
goes through the park will 
thrive and prosper.”

The future's looking 
briaht for Vauxhall 


On Friday, the 900,000th Vivaro van drove 
off the production line at the Vauxhall Luton 
plant. LAUREN ARCHELL, visited the facility 
to talk to plant manager Mike Wright, about 
how they are working to secure the future 
of the plant for the town. 

VAUXHALL is the UK’s num¬ 
ber one commercial vehicle 
maker and has been for the 
last 11 years. 

This is thanks, in no small 
part, to the Vivaro van which 
is produced in Luton, and has 
been for the last decade. 

The lynchpin of Vauxhall’s 
van range, more than 150,000 
Vivaros have been sold in the 
UK, including 9,000 so far 
this year. 

This is no mean feat, par¬ 
ticularly in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate, and is some¬ 
thing that Vauxhall Luton 
plant manager, Mike Wright, 
{pictured left) is quite rightly 
very proud of. 

“We are a small plant, and 
we are probably punching 



above our weight. We’ve got a 
very experienced workforce. 

“Around 99 per cent of our 
employees in Luton have ten 
years experience at Vauxhall, 
84 per cent have 20 years 
experience, and 30 per cent 
have 22 years experience. 

“Most of the men and 
women are local and they all 
know what we need to be 
doing to be successful. 

“As we are a smaller plant it 
means we have to be creative 
with what we do, but it seems 
to be working. 

“The Luton plant built 
53,000 vans in 2012, and 
22,000 so far this year. 

“The facility is currently 
running at a rate of 198 per 
day, and a van is completed 
every 126 seconds.” 

The Vauxhall Luton plant is 
going from strength to 
strength, with the next gen¬ 
eration Vivaro beginning 
production at the facility next 
year. 

Changes have already 
begun with significant 
upgrades already installed in 
the body shop. 

New high powered robots 
are already in place to start 
constructing the new vehi-

cles and new quieter welding 
machines have also been 
implemented. 

Significant investment has 
been made on the project 
including 95 million Euros on 
specific changes to the plant 
and 112 million in vendor 
tooling. 

The facility will source 40 
per cent of its content locally 
for the new vehicle, which 
will equate to £140m in reve¬ 
nue for business. 

This includes seats, foams 
and plastics from Magna 
Seating UK Ltd in Dunstable, 
and metal stamping carried 
out by Milton Keynes 
Pressings Ltd. 

Mike said: “This is really 
important to us. 

“It means that the money is 
staying in the UK and within 


the economy.” Perhaps more 
importantly, the contract for 
the new Vivaro van will mean 
job security for the plant’s 
2,500 employees. 

“This investment is vital for 
the future of the plant. 

The production lifeline of a 
van is around a decade - 
which in turn means that 
everything will be secure 
here for around the same 
amount of time. 

“It is really great news, and 
the level of investment that 
has been made here proves 
what a big deal this is.” 

With some big business 
under their belt, for compa¬ 
nies including the AA and 
Royal Mail, it appears that the 
future of car manufacturing 
industry looks promising. 

Mike added: “In the UK 


manufacturing is picking up, 
which is great news - it is else¬ 
where in Europe that is a bit 
flat. 

“Recently we have produced 
around 1,300 vans for the 
Royal Mail, and are produc¬ 
ing around 400 vans for the 
AA, and this figure could still 
increase. 

“Just yesterday we had a cli¬ 
ent come and look around 
here and they were impressed 
with what they saw.” 

With the amount of invest¬ 
ment that has been made and 
the new van due to be pro¬ 
duced, the future of the 
Vauxhall Luton plant looks 
increasingly secure.

Chief says blazes 
serve as reminder

THE county’s chief fire offic¬ 
er has said that recent fires in 
Arizona and the West 
Midlands show how ‘difficult’ 
and ‘challenging’ firefighting 
can be. 

Paul Fuller, from the 
Bedfordshire Fire & Rescue 
Service, was talking in the 
wake of Monday’s wildfire in 
Arizona which claimed the 
lives of 19 firefighters. 

The blaze followed another 
fire in Smethwick, in the West 


Midlands, last Sunday night 
where a Chinese lantern 
sparked a fire of plastic 
recycling material. 

Mr Fuller said: “The tragic 
events in Arizona and the big 
fire in the West Midlands over 
the weekend are a reminder 
that fire-fighting remains a 
difficult, challenging and 
sometimes dangerous job. 

“Fire and Rescue Services 
have done a great deal to 
make the job safer for our fire¬ 
fighters in recent years; but 
fire will always present a real 
danger to those in its path, 


and to those whose job is to 
try to contain it. 

“All fire-fighters, the world 
over, have respect for each 
other and the work that they 
do to help save lives and com¬ 
munities when fire strikes. 

“And when fellow firefight¬ 
ers are injured or lose their 
life, it affects us all. We are all 
familiar with the risks, and we 
know the impact that such 
tragic events have on col¬ 
leagues and families. We send 
our condolences to all of those 
who knew the 19 firefighters 
who died in Arizona.”

Robert’s back for another 
tale of murder and deceit 



INTERVIEW 

GO BACK FOR MURDER _ 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Monday-Saturday 

AS the latest outbreak of intrigue, 
murder and suspense breaks out 
at Milton Keynes Theatre, suspi¬ 
cion must surely fall on ROBERT 
DUNCAN. 

It’s the fourth - or possibly the 
fifth - time (he’s not quite sure) that 
the actor has been cast in an 
Official Agatha Christie Theatre 
Company production. 

Is there a pattern emerging here? 
Has his cover as a serial killer final¬ 
ly been blown? 

Robert returns to MK this week in 
Go Back for Murder, playing the 
money-fixated, grumpy Philip 
Blake, forced to revisit his move¬ 
ments, his alibi and his innocence 
connected to a crime that was com¬ 
mitted 20 years previously. 

“All of her plays are based on orig¬ 
inal Agatha Christie novels. This 
one started life as Five Little Pigs”, 
he says, “and Hercule Poirot was at 
the centre of it. But when she came 
to adapt it for the stage, in her opin¬ 
ion, there wasn’t anyone up to play¬ 
ing the role so the part of the detec¬ 
tive was written out. It would be 
interesting to know what she would 
have thought of David Suchet...” 

Maybe it’s due to the popularity of 
the small screen Agatha Christie 
adaptations that the touring pro¬ 
ductions continue to attract big 
audiences. 

That, and the fact that the 
convoluted plots, red herrings and 
buckets of nostalgia are an endur¬ 
ing legacy. “And she is, after all”, 


Robert says, “the third, most read 
author in the world - after the Bible 
and Shakespeare.” 

However, unlike former shows 
that Robert has been cast in, there 
aren’t too many laughs in these 
whodunnits. 

His first big break was as Gus, the 
jargon-spouting MD in the ground¬ 
breaking TV comedy, Drop the 
Dead Donkey. In recent years he 
has been a regular playing 
Scumspawn in Andy Hamilton’s 
BBC Radio 4 comedy series, Old 
Harry’s Game. But, on occasion 
laughter breaks out on stage too. 

“I was playing Stanley in a 
production of Tennessee Williams’ 
Streetcar Named Desire down in 


Worthing. It was a matinee perfor¬ 
mance and there was a lady in the 
stalls who was having trouble with 
her hearing aid. All of a sudden, it 
started picking up the calls from a 
cab company office communicat¬ 
ing with the drivers. 

“Poor woman was desperately 
trying to switch it off and all any¬ 
one could hear in the middle of this 
heavy play set in the American 
deep south, was this broad London 
accent going on about pick-ups. 

“The rest of the cast turned 
upstage, quivering with laughter 
but I was in the middle of a speech. 
Well, it was hopeless. I couldn’t 
carry on. In the end, they had to 
bring the curtain down!” 


When the curtain comes down 
for a while on this tour next month, 
Robert will get a bit of a break for a 
holiday. 

But when acting work is slow he 
steps into the role of teacher at 
Icknield High School in Luton and 
he fully expects a delegation of his 
students to come and see the show 
at Milton Keynes. 

They may be younger than the 
average audience member at an 
Agatha Christie play but Robert is 
confident that everyone, whatever 
their age, will enjoy the play.

NEWLY appointed Hatters coach Hakan 
Hayrettin has set his sights on one day replac¬ 
ing manager John Still. 

The Grays Athletic boss was confirmed as an 
addition to Still’s backroom staff yesterday as 
part of a coaching shake-up at Kenilworth Road. 

Hayrettin is the club’s new first team coach, 
with his appointment swiftly following on from 
Alan Neilson and Dmitri Kharine’s departures 
from the club. 

“He’s got a fantastic work ethic and is really 
ambitious - in fact he wants my job,” said Still to 
the club website when speaking about the new 
arrival. 

“I see nothing wrong with that, I want ambi¬ 
tious people around me and I’m really looking 
forward to working with him.” 

Hayrettin, a midfielder, played for Torquay, 
Wycombe and Cambridge United in his playing 
days and has also managed Waltham Forest and 
Thurrock. 

The 43-year-old steered Grays to the Ryman 
League Division One North title last season. 

“Hakan used to play for me and has recently 
been managing at Grays,” added Still. “He’s a 
great lad and is very enthusiastic and in my 
mind it’s the right time to bring him to Luton.” 

It was no secret that Still wanted to bring in his 
own staff after taking over the Hatters hotseat 
from Paul Buckle, and Neilson and Kharine’s 
departures coincide with that policy. 

Both were released from their Kenilworth 
Road contracts after being informed of Still’s 
decision on Wednesday. 

First team coach Neilson played 63 times for 
the Hatters as a player before becoming a youth 
development coach in 2008, and had three spells 
as the club’s caretaker manager. 

For Russian goalkeeping coach Kharine, the 
decision ends almost a decade of service on the 
club’s coaching staff. 

“Alan and Dmitri are two fantastic men,” said 
Still. “In my time here so far they have shown 
terrific support and have proven to be honest 


and trustworthy individuals who I really con¬ 
sider to be friends of mine. 

“However, when I took the job, I was promised 
that I could bring in my own staff if I felt it was 
needed. 

“Now the time has come where I am now able 
to bring these people to Luton Town. I’d like to 
wish them both well in their pursuit of new roles 
- they will certainty leave here with a glowing 
reference.” 

Still allowed coaches Carl Emberson and 
Stuart Cash to leave the club in March, when it 
was announced that Neilson and Kharine would 
be staying put for the time being. 

“It is difficult to put into words how grateful 
we are to both Dmitri and Alan for their loyalty 
and professionalism whilst they have been with 


us,” added managing director Gary Sweet. 

“They have almost become part of the furni¬ 
ture. They both are authentic, hard-working 
and respectable people who have only acted 
professionally during their time at Luton. 

“It’s really tough to see them both leave us, but 
difficult decisions have to be made in football. 

“John Still is the manager of Luton Town and 
we trust and back any decision that John makes 
if he feels it is for the good of the club we are all 
committed to. 

“On behalf of all the staff at Kenilworth Road I 
would like to wish both Alan and Dmitri all the 
very best of luck in their careers - not that they 
need it given their credentials.” 

• Players Danny Spiller and Simon Ainge have 
also been allowed to leave the club.

ALEX Lawless says it will be a 
“treat” to face former Champions 
League winner Edgar Davids dur¬ 
ing next season’s festive period. 

The Hatters will be confronted by 
the 74-times capped Dutch interna¬ 
tional and his football revolution 
when they play Barnet in the Boxing 
Day and New Year’s Day fixtures. 

Lawless says it will come as a 
belated Christmas present.

With just over a month to go until 
that game, Luton players returned 
for John Still’s gruelling pre-season 
training on Monday. 

Lawless says the early signs have 
been promising and the Portugal 
training camp, which began on 
Friday, will give Still’s eight new 
signings the chance to settle in. 

“I spoke to quite a few of them [the 


new players] between training and 
they seem like a really nice bunch 
of lads,” said the midfielder. 

“With me going to Portugal, I’ll get 
to know them a lot quicker that 
way. Even though it’s early on, eve¬ 
ryone’s eager. There seems to be 
quite a determination to get fit. 

“A lot changes when pre-season 
games start getting played. It is 
really early but it looks like it’s been 
a good start.”
